1970, Chester Atkins exploded 
the political scene Massa- 

chusetts like comet from outer 
space, or, precise, Ohio, where 
had just graduated from Antioch Col- 
lege. those halcyon days campus 
unrest, Antioch had reputation for 
breeding quirky, intellectual student 
radicals like Chet Atkins. Part egg- 


head and part peace freak, went 
work for Eugene 
McCarthy’s 1968 presidential bid. 


marched protest the war 


and got himself arrested; chose 
serve two nights Ohio jail 
against the war. emerged 
committed peace and prison reform, 
and finding forum for his views. 

22, the graduate returned Acton, 
Massachusetts, and almost immediately 
became the youngest state representative 
ever elected the Massachusetts House. 
The first Atkins campaign near legen- 
dary for its nuts-and-bolts attention 
detail (Atkins supposedly knocked 
every door the district), but was 
campaign that promoted 
the youth and idealism. the 
House, Atkins supported closing the 
state’s infamous for 
juvenile delinquents and opposed tele- 
phone-company rate hikes and nuclear 
power..But much time the 
House was spent preparing for run 
the Senate.

Patrons are surrounded 
ultraviolet photographs, color-en- 
hancement experiments, blow-ups, scale- 
downs, and all manner the kind op- 
tic chicanery usually associated with the 
rings Saturn the surface Mars.

space program. 

For the past three years, all this high 
technology has been aimed 14-foot 
least 600 years old and hangs above the 
altar the St. John the Bap- 
tist Turin, Italy. The cloth appears 
burial shroud. the cloth the un- 
mistakable image man. 

True believers have difficulty 
assigning name the man. Generally, 
the scientists refer the image 
man the which somewhat 
cold and still manages sound like 
George Eliot novel. The scientists clearly 
want part the first choice. let 
objective they are. call the 
man Bill. 

near can measured, Bill was 
about five-foot-eight and weighed 
around 155 pounds. was apparently 
Sephardic Jew: his hair was tied small 
pony tail, was the custom that peo- 
ple. had full beard, slightly notched 
the chin. some point his life, Bill 
ran afoul people who did him serious 
ritual harm. Bill died very hard. 

All over his torso and legs are small, 
precise puncture wounds, most them 
shaped like tiny dumbbells. Evidently, 
Bill had applied him nifty little 
Roman device called flagrum taxel- 
latum, lash made three leather thongs 
tipped with bits metal bone. Bill was 
also wounded repeatedly the scalp, 
though someone had jammed sort 
spiked hat his head (Oriental poten- 
tates Bill’s time were crowned with 
ornate caps, rather than the conventional 
circlets Western kingship).

anti-Bill-of-Rights movement. They seek not 
conserve traditional American values, but 
overthrow them. Their agenda represents 
massive government intrusion. And conserva- 
tives well liberals should stand against 
them.

avoid these kinds fireworks, 
regular cleanings are necessary. 
theory, chimney should cleaned once 
year; fact, how often you clean your 
chimney depends the kind stove 
fireplace you have, how hot you keep it, 
what kind wood you burn, 
Garrett, master chimney sweep and the 
president Town Chimney Sweep, 
recommends that the creosote build-up 
checked frequently during the first few 
years operation.

Although many types trees are cut 
for firewood, all you really need know 
the between hardwood and 
softwood. not difficult distin- 


Softwood literally soft; you 
could dig your fingernails into it. Most 
hardwoods are from deciduous trees, 
such ash, beech, maple, and oak. Hard- 
woods are denser and contain less water 
than softwoods, they burn longer, pro- 
ducing less smoke and fewer sparks. 
Softwoods come from coniferous trees, 
such pine, spruce, and cedar. They are 
less dense, have higher moisture con- 
tent, and contain more resin. Softwoods 
ignite more quickly but give off less heat 
when they burn. 

other words, softwood good for 
kindling only. Use softwood get the 
fire started and hardwood keep blaz- 
ing. 

The filet mignon hardwoods hick- 
ory. According brochure published 
the state Office Energy Resources, 
one cord hickory, when dry, produces 
roughly the same amount heat 146 
gallons fuel oil. cord white oak, 
the second-highest énergy-producer, 
emits heat equivalent about 135 gal- 
lons oil. But though most dealers 
separate hardwoods from softwoods, few 
will deliver cord comprising only one 
species. The best you can ask for 


mixed hardwoods, which most cases 
will get you assortment maple, ash, 
beech, and oak. 

There are some hardwoods, however, 
that you should avoid. C.H. 
Anthony, vice-president the Wood 
Heat Alliance and owner Sand Hill, 
wood-stove retailer Peterborough, 
New Hampshire, advises against buying 
birch poplar. These are less dense and 
produce much heat other 
hardwoods. Alsd, birch tends rot 
quickly when stored outside. 
another hardwood avoid, because 
often diseased. Poplar rare this area, 
and elm increasingly so; birch easily 
identified the white gold peeling, 
papery bark.

This not expensive proposition: gas- 
keting material sells for less than dollar 
foot. most stove shops, and gasket 
cement goes for few dollars tube. 
Wood stoves will often warp bit after 
few years use, but most experts 
not think this affects performance 
safety unless near the door. More 
serious are the cracks and pinholes that 
develop around the welds and seams 
stove; these let air the stove and 
smoke out the room. The way check 
for them, according John Sullivan 
Cambridge Alternative Power Inc., 
put flashlight inside the stove and run 
around ‘the edges. you see any light 
from the outside, you have some patch- 
ing do.

One good way 
check for masonry defects the fire- 
place and upper chimney, according 
chimney sweep Dave Garrett con- 
duct smoke test. Have someone 
the roof with wet towel; then build 
small, smoky fire the fireplace. Cover 
the fireplace opening with wet towel, 
and have the person the roof cover the 
chimney opening. Then look for places 
along the chimney where smoke leak- 
ing out. These smoke signals are pro- 
phetic: they'll iell you where-your next 
masonry job will be. Like the other signs 
maintenance due around your wood 
stove, chimney, fireplace, they should 
not ignored.

Indoor pollution: Doing 
the tighten-up has its price

“The smoke that comes from fire- 
places and wood-burning stoves much 
like cigarette Ross says. 
smoke contains respiratory particulates 
particles the air you can inhale and 
finished our studies yet, but several 
these compounds can harmful, per- 
haps carcinogenic. Hydrocarbons are also 
released into the air that usually asso- 
ciate with car emissions. Since much 


excess air goes the flue, fireplaces tend 


less problem than wood-burn- 
ing And the latter can cause big 
problems they are improperly venti- 
lated. 

there are hazards the fight 
keep heating bills down through insula- 
tion and alternative heat sources, and 
those hazards fall into the general cate- 
gory indoor air pollution. Many homes 
have some source air pollution any- 
thing from gas range particle-board 
furniture but usually fresh air replaces 
the stale, polluted air fast enough rate 
prevent health problems. It’s when the 
home tightened through caulking, 
insulating, and weatherstripping that 
problems occur: the fresh-air exchange 
slows down considerably, allowing pol- 
lution levels the stale air rise un- 
healthy levels. Occupants may suffer fre- 
quent headaches, nausea, fatigue, and 
watery eyes; the house may plagued 
with musty odors, lingering odors, stuffi- 
ness, mold and heavy condensation

According Ross, the newer your 
home, the greater potential for pollu- 
tion problem. older, inefficient 
homes not worried about,”’ says. 
“Our studies show that the amount 
tightening done these homes around 
percent.

High humidity probably the easiest 
problem detect, but, says Offermann, 
not health hazard. can, however, 
weaken the structure. Other pol- 
lutants, like nitrogen oxide and formal- 
dehyde, harmful your health 
before you can detect them. 

“The best strategy combat indoor 
pollution after the sources,” 
continues. “Quit smoking, for example,

Offermann backs his advice with 
study done LBL Rochester, New 
York, tight, energy-efficient homes.

“Despite the tightness these homes, 
none had indoor-pollution problem 
because any pollution sources. 
They had electric ranges instead gas 
ranges, for example.

The easiest way deal with radon 
and other types pollution ventila- 
tion: just don’t let the pollutant accumu- 
late the air. One energy-efficient 
means general ventilation, opposed 
the “spot ventilation” gas range, 


the use air-to-air heat exchanger. 
you have forced-air heat, this unit at- 
tached the air ducts your house; 
you have electric steam heat, air vents 
are attached the unit. 

heat exchanger draws out the stale 
air and replaces with fresh air from the 
outside. Any simple fan arrangement can 
that, but addition the heat ex- 
changer heats the incoming air with the 
heat from the outgoing air.

Again, good-quality 
heaters will allow you measure 


control over the frequency 
cycling, though there are 
temperature markings the con- 
trols. Consumer Reports recom- 
mends that, where you have 
choice wattage settings, you 
should select the lowest one that 
keeps you comfortable; that way, 
the heater will cycle and off 
more frequently, producing more 
apparent warmth (even with the 
temperature acceptable 
level, feel cooler when the 
heater off). 

The same applies ra- 
diant/convection combination 
heaters, basically traditional ra- 
diant heaters with fan attached 
circulate the warm air. These 
are better distributing heat 
evenly than the radiant-only 


types, but they tend little 


noisier. 

Convection heaters have also 
had their innovations during the 
past couple years. Just quartz 
heaters are really borrowed 
technology, are the new 
thermic convection 
heaters (both originated Eu- 
rope), which look like upright ra- 
diators but are electric and wholly 
self-contained. These are more 
expensive than smaller heaters 
about $100 but they produce 
the same 1500 watts, 5120 BTUs. 
Comparing this new model 
quartz heater something 
apples-oranges exercise, but 
trying decide what type 
heater. get, it’s useful. 

Whereas quartz other ra- 


diant heater works beautifully for 
spot heating, radiator-type and 
other convection heaters are bet- 
ter used for warming whole 
room over period time. The 
Thermo-Rador, for example, 
available both Lechmere and 
Jordan Marsh, takes about half- 
hour heat fully, according 
Lechmere buyer Bob Gold. But 
once warm, the unit has high 
heat-retention capacity that per- 
mits half-hour more off 
time which-translates into time 
not paying Boston Edison 
for.

When shopping for electric

Here’s 
country-style rule-of-thumb how 
tightly you should stack: mouse should 
able run through the pile, but not 
the cat pursuing it.

Among them Pixote, who, dint 
his survival, becomes the film’s hero. Silva has look

Char- 
iots Fire isn’t good movie, but it’s good-looking, and 
real rouser. makes splashy, colorful spectacle 
out the old-fashioned virtues perseverance, patriot- 
ism, loyalty, and courage; the love God and the nobil- 


ity sport. This movie exudes the sort cheery jingo- 
ism and camaraderie you used see John Ford pic- 
tures. the runners come know and love our 
boys pound toward the finish line, the camera scans 
the stands for the plump, ruddy faces their friends, 
whom also come know and love. And there they 
are, beaming like leprechauns, bravely back the 
tears and exulting the majesty British legs and Brit- 
ish spirits while someone the soundtrack drones 
about how they did it, Jove, hope our hearts 
and wings our 

There are certain tricks that always work aud- 
ience, that always bring the longed-for lump the col- 
lective throat. Darling children, darling puppy dogs, 
or, pinch, darling old grandmas the job, and 
plump, ruddy faces cheering the hero victory. Char- 
iots Fire virtual lump-in-the-throat machine, and, 
its prescient British way, exactly lot 
Americans want from right now. Pleasant 
moments with pleasant people. violence. sex, 
least not the dangerous kind. danger, fear. And 
must have issues, least keep them simple. Chariots 
nods the direction issues it’s art film, not jog- 
ging film, almost has to. its gentle pokes anti- 
Semitism, acknowledges the liberals. But mostly ap- 
peals conservative emotions nationalism, nostalgia, 
and noblesse oblige. Set among the upper crust, very 
pretty past, it’s soothing, balmy, have-a-nice-day sort 
movie, and think lot people will mistake for 


masterpiece not because challenges them but because 


doesn’t. simply feel nice. 

Perhaps the most attractive thing about Chariots 
Fire that appears have moral center: it’s vision 
goodness. What does think good? Well, England 
good. And effort good. And winning, and sticking 
your guns. The friendly lads who run for the gold be- 
lieve things nice things and their beliefs are what 
drive them victory. The team’s finest runner, Eric Lid- 
dell Charleson), devout Scotsman, torn between 
his desire missionary work China and his desire 
run the name Christ.

Although none Blitzstein’s shows was hit 
he’s best remembered for his adaptation Brecht and 
Threepenny Opera his songs for The Cradle 
Will Rock (which Stage Left revived last 
spring) are clever and trenchant, and the ones wrote 
for Juno, his musical adaptation Sean Juno 
and the Paycock, are alternately humorous and moving.

from overexposure. Bernstein, the other hand, was 
never theatrical wallflower, but, except for West Side 


Story, his shows offer enough lesser-known gems de- 


light all but the most jaded musical-comedy buff. 
Candide particular boasts virtuoso score that makes 
the heart leap Bernstein parodies most forms opera, 
operetta, and musical comedy. And Richard 
lyrics set standard for elegance and wit (as bonus, the 
show has additional lyrics Dorothy Parker). Most 
important, Bernstein and Blitzstein ought suited 
the urbane manner Alvin Epstein and the Old World 
charms Martha Schlamme. 

Epstein jack-of-all-trades the theater. ac- 
tor, appeared the original production Waiting for 
Godot. recently served artistic director the 
Guthrie Theater Minneapolis, and directed the 
American Repertory acclaimed production 
Midsummer Dream. top all that, 
sings. musical performer, Epstein projects his 
songs with robust virility, and has marvelous 
rapport with Schlamme, with whom also teamed, 
couple years ago, for Kurt Weill Cabaret. Schlamme 
more musical actress than singer; she has pleas- 
antly high-pitched, reedy voice (though not the operatic 
range that some the B&B’s songs require) and superb 
stage presence, and she’s her most wonderful when 
singing the guise character.

Pittsburgh began turning 
out great jazz pianists early, and 
maintained remarkable pace (Earl 
Hines, Mary Lou Williams, Erroll Garner, 
Dodo Marmarosa, ‘and Ahmad Jamal 
compose only part the honor roll), 
while Detroit has been identified with 
particular modern style since the rise 
like-minded players Hank Jones, Tommy 
Flanagan, Barry Harris. first blush, the 
foursome that convened the Memphis 
Piano Summit the Berklee 
ance Center week ago fit the Detroit 
mold. The evening, though, was marked 
enough compatible contrast end 
being more instructive regarding the state 
jazz piano than regarding the state 
Tennessee.

For Charles fairly conven- 
tional modern lines and Tin Pan Alley 
tastes, Reid and Dawson provided time 
playing two flavors. Their support 
To, was lean and direct, 
the taut manner pioneered the likes 
Oscar Pettiford and Kenny Clarke (one 
old rhythm teams) and per- 
fected Paul Chambers and Philly Joe 
Jones. For Could Write 
however, Reid began ranging more 
widely over his instrument, revealing his 
true nature showier, more unpredic- 
table bassist along the lines that Scott 
LaFaro pursued with Bill Evans. Even 
when walking straight 4/4, in- 
clination toward the bass’s upper regis- 
ter kept the original Evans trio mind. 

Thomas, who has tended stay close 
Memphis and was thus the great un- 
known the evening, rode through his 
four numbers pleasant, though hardly 
memorable, fashion. His delivery loose 
and casual, marked left hand that 
continually jabs under lucid right hand. 
with many pianists his generation, 
can make cliches sound less tedious 
altering single note, beat, accent, 


leaving the listener more comfortable 


than challenged the process. (Of 
course, given good Chamber/Philly Joe 
groove, comfort can enough.) Thomas 
developed the most momentum 
where his briskly moving 
chords revealed that Reid’s bolder lines 
were not out place they first 
seemed. Like virtually everyone else who 
has made living over 
the past years, Thomas has incor- 
porated some those pastel Evans voic- 
ings. 

James Williams showed signs 
being intimidated (the first 
two fine Concord Jazz albums dedi- 
cated Thomas) when followed his 
early idol with the most satisfying set 
the evening. There great mobility his 
work, willingness let ideas rather than 
structure direct the flow solo, and 
imaginative contrast between thick and 
airy passages that never routine. One 
gets the sense that Williams thinking 
ahead and editing where necessary, rather 
than simply letting his fingers run. 
Clearly had also thought about his

Harold Mabern’s round demanded yet 
another adjustment from Dawson. For 
well over decade, Mabern has been 
thrall the jarring, dense attack McCoy 
Tyner perfected John Coltrane’s quar- 
tet, style that demands equally charged 
support from the accompanying 
drummer. doubt Dawson can 
fine Elvin Jones imitation for his 
students, but this instance spent 
much his time simply being busier, 
with little regard for Mabern’s impro- 
vised eruptions for the melodic 
contours the compositions (especially 
closing number, Dawson finally caught 
the spirit, though his patterns proved too 
symmetrical, and his attack too clean, 
goad the pianist, the style demands. 

Mabern simply burrowed all 
with the usual pentatonic scales, crash- 
ing pedal points, and hyperactive right- 
hand arpeggios. moments sounded 
merely overemphatic, though got some 
nice two-handed action going 
“Favorite and Colors” 
(an attractive assemblage, but not sug- 
gestive subject Wynton Kelly). And 
when Mabern slowed down and allowed 
savor his dark, bitter-sweet chords, 
lyricism not far removed from the 
Memphis his roots.

Needless 
say, work like this makes its 
point only context where 
people are attentive the give 
and take artists’ attitudes 
ongoing social phenomenon. 
Otherwise, viewers will simply 
wonder (if they get the message 
Salle’s work all) why they 
should care that some artist feels 
painting can longer done 
sincerely. care, you have be- 
lieve that the artist speaking for 
the art painting, not just for 
himself; and that kind credul- 
ity engendered now, past 
decades, the right twists 
publicity. People who have not 
been exposed such publicity 

are not likely find work like 
Salle’s compelling, since pur- 


ports show that painting can 
longer compelling, not even 
the artist who makes it. 

Although much Lan- 
not ambitious the 
sense that Salle’s and Schnabel’s 
work is, strong current self- 
importance seems run through 
all it. Some the painting, 
such Ken and 
Nancy Mitchnick’s, has the look 
mediocre (or failed) student 
work that Salle plies, but their 
work lacks the attitudinizing that 
gives Salle’s work what critical 
credibility has.

Naipaul’s reach has propelled him 
ever further across the world, his theme 
like the deliberate ellipse his prose 
this passage seems draw ever in- 
ward, like slow vacuum. eyebrow 
arched permanently the world, pen 
finely honed, renders the world 
diminutive.

Vidiadhar Surajprasad Naipaul was 
part the generation young, talented 
writers who burst upon the English liter- 
ary scene during the 1950s era that 
produced remarkable outpouring 
imagination from the Caribbean. Like 
many writers his time poet and play- 
wright Derek Walcott, St. Lucia; and 
two Bardans, novelist and poet Edward 
Brathwaite and novelist George Lam-

ming emigrated England and 
wrote, painfully times, about exile. 
Since 1954, when was 22, has writ- 
ten steadily and captured about every 
literary prize England offers: the John 
Llewelyn Rhys Memorial Prize (The 
Mystic Masseur), the Somerset 
Maugham Award (Miguel Street), the 
Hawthornden Prize (Mr. Stone the 
Knights Companion), the W.H. Smith 
Award (The Mimic Men), the Booker 
Prize (In Free State), and the Phoenix 
Trust Award for general achievement. 

They seem almost too well suited for 
each other, Naipaul and his patron critics. 
The literary establishment England 
that first embraced him was itself heir 
diminished estate. They were descend- 
ants, spiritually, Orwell, Conrad, 
Forster, and Graham Greene anti- 
colonialists who cast hopeful eye abroad 
when the world began heave and groan 
and subjects turned masters. They 
were polite socialists who quarreled with 
the metropolis and talked exuberantly 
about possibilities the former colonies. 
They cut their teeth politics the same 
time Naipaul came their land and, very 
shortly, lodged under their wing. 

Both partners, critic and protege, came 
with heady expectations. Both ended 
betrayed, their respective romances with 
emerging world jilted the crush 
history. Postwar Indochina deepened the 
disappointment. this setting that 
Naipaul has come the attention 
American readers. Critics here were first 
stirred Guerillas (1975), brooding 
novel about the flimflam black power 
figure Trinidad. After Bend the 
River 1978, fictional account 
tyrannical postindependence African re- 
public, the kudos was deafening. 
fact the American Naipaul, austere and 
humorless, who appears full uniform 
the August Vogue interview. Asked 
whether his vision has changed since 
those early, early days, Naipaul takes the 
cue with practised ease. the sort 
question knows how answer: 

Yes, the discovery the way the 
world organized. You see began 
time when the world was begin- 
ning change. Empires were with- 
drawing and had childish faith

that there was going re- 
organization the world. That 
was going all right. The dis- 
covery has been that isn’t going 
all you know, you have 
come face face with very 
simple question: why that cer- 
tain countries and certain peoples 
have allowed themselves ex- 
ploited. What their flaw. And you 
find perhaps their might 
within, and the limitations par- 
ticular people, the limitations their 
civilization and culture. 
hard imagine that Naipaul, the 
baron steely prose, ever had child- 
ish much anything, much less 


the prospect true independence for the 


developing world. Yet this sense 
betrayal, worked over and over again, 
laid out increasingly arid tracts, that 
has marked his novels since least The 
Mimic Men 1967, and his reportage 
since The Middle Passage 1962. The 
societies the Third World have been 
his personal domain ever since. Their 
smallness has turned into his own 


largeness, and from the moment sets 


foot any one these barren lands 
fast work, with practiced flourishes, 
grinding the vermin into the dust. All the 
artistry, the clean prose, the quotable 
aphorisms, are only gentlemanly finish 
what has become ritual literary 
mugging. 

The indigens encounters are, most 
always, desperate, tiny-minded, blinded 
religious political cant. Among 
the Believers this parade characters 
its most pathetic. meet Iranian 
hotel man, figure extravagant 
despair red eyes set deep below jut- 
ting Whenever these former 
subjects rise up, are told, their 
tics are mere gestures, and their gestures 
all borrowed. They lampoon themselves. 
stood for the dignity our own dig- 
remarks Ralph Singh, the jaded 
politician late the Caribbean and now 
holed away London. 

White characters who attach various 
self-proclaimed militants the third 
world are special targets. 
There’s barely restrained hysteria be- 
hind the clinical description the 


murder Jane, the daughter Parlia- 
ment figure drawn the fraudulent 
demi-tyrant Guerillas. All the colors 
grim palate come into play. 
Jimmy Ahmed, the would-be spokesman 
black power who really 
Chinaman’s lucky shot dark 
commands his black henchmen hack 
her apart with cutlasses: parted, 
flesh showed below the skin, for in- 
stant mottled white, and then all was 
blinding, disfiguring (It was not 
enough, apparently, for readers see 
this once. first appeared essay form 
the early ‘70s, was converted into fic- 
tion with Guerillas 1975, and then 
again into essay The Return Eva 
Peron with The Killings Trinidad 
1979.) the same book, Roche, white 
itinerant liberal-rebel whose commit- 
ment Third World causes landed him 
South African jail, often depicted 
smiling, molars blackened the root 
people, white liberals and mock revolu- 
tionaries, made for each other, locked 
macabre dance tyranny, doomed 
the same fantasy. deep-seated, and 
sometimes overt, racism smell 
Negro and misogyny had 
very little hair her groin and the 
cleft was like dumb, stupid 
runs throughout most his books, and 
sex often violent. 

the nuances language, adept 
rendering shadings motive and be- 
havior, produces gray and indistin- 
guishable mass prose. All land- 
scapes are predictably desolate, decay- 
ing, serving crude signposts for his 
narrative. desert Iran ran into the 
desert says Naipaul from 
the airplane window. though 
became stuck somewhere the middle 
every new picture, the frame frozen 
images drabness and rot, followed 
slow fade gray. 

* * 

wasn’t always this way. 
earliest novels, Naipaul emerged 
meticulous and ironic chronicler the 
foibles and pretensions society slow- 
shedding colonial past. Focusing 
almost exclusively his East Indian 
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community Trinidad, novels like The 
Mystic Masseur and The Suffrage 
Elvira satirize the political and social vices 
picaresque society. Set against the 
Trinidad elections 1946 and 1950, 
these stories depict anarchic and dis- 
ordered society torn loose from its 
colonial moorings, where political chican- 
ery gullibility, opportunism and 
greed, are the order the day. Yet the 
mood one genial satire, and Nai- 
paul’s characters are sketched short, 
masterful strokes, with little brooding 
and considerable sympathy. His third 
book, Miguel Street, loosely con- 
nected series vignettes street life 
Port Spain. The language playful 
and piercing, and shabbily dressed rogues 
and homely street urchins end utter- 
ing blunt, refreshing truths. 


This phase culminated House for 
Mr. Biswas, book widely regarded 
Naipaul’s masterpiece. Biswas, here- 
tical Hindu journalist modeled closely 
own father, leads life little 
victories and little defeats. Caught the 
sticky web the East Indian family, 
Biswas always the private rebel, thrash- 
ing about his closed-minded kin, but 
with one foot nailed willfully the floor.

However, Naipaul was already the 
cusp. The early praise his novels won 
England found troublesome. com- 
plained about the difficulties winning 
acceptance from English reading audi- 
ence, and found himself, like many 
other foreign writers, playing exotic bard 
the domestic court. only way out 
solved tendentious piece the 
Supplement 1958. took his 
own advice seriously.

could have been meant only for Naipaul.

Naipaul was pitiless dismissing 
the Caribbean, nevertheless clung 
fiercely his Indian cultural heritage 
loyalty that apparently transcended his 
complete dismissal the religion the 
Trinidadian Indian community. During 
his early sojourn England, Naipaul 
fancied himself exiled Indian. 1961, 
traveled India, apparently with the 
intention settling there. Area 
Darkness records his failure find the 
sense history sought. India jolted 
Naipaul into realizing that there was vir- 
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tually connection between East Indian 
Trinidad, the community his child- 
hood, and India proper; the country that 
had always functioned fixed refer-

Continued from page 
understanding the heart this 
show, one that both artists and 
curator seem share. the 
notion that some works art 
communicate while others fail to, 
specifically that figurative works 
are more communicative than 
nonfigurative ones.

I’ve had many fine 
lunches Boston. eaten lunch here 
daily for eight years now, but matter 
how stylish the repast, the best that can 
said about Boston lunch that 
tastes good. far can tell from 
research this point, that’s hopelessly 
out-of-date state affairs. 

During stays Angeles, never 
even have lunch. This isn’t because the 
visit there are fasting, just that 
they Set mealtinies. one’s 
second feed the day takes place sun- 
set, feel it’s lost the right called 
“lunch.” 

Manhattan, lunch time brings class 
struggle the fore. While the working 
stiffs grab tasty, meals Ned- 
falafel vendors’, and delis, the cor- 
porate types vie for the skimpiest meals 
the most expensive restaurants. you 
can manage spend $60 for some nice 
boiled chicken lettuce and some bot- 
tled water, your success the fast lane 
assured, and long and lucrative career 
not returning phone calls lies ahead. 
that regimen sounds too austere, have 
your secretary stash some Snickers bars 
your desk. 

New Yorkers are also pushing 
lunch hour further and further into the 
heart the afternoon. Swank Madison 
Avenue cafes are jammed full folks 
having lunch late p.m. The diners 


dawdle over their white wine, their fish, 
their salads, the hordes awaiting 


bus toward home regard them 
with hatred. When lunchtime threat- 
ens the hour, civilization 
know danger.

Sometimes choice 
comfortingly rational: wine selection and 
price, services offered. Sometimes it’s 
natural gravitation toward pleasant and 
comfortable environs: affable, informed, 
helpful salespeople major resource); 
convenient location; easy and free 
parking; engaging ambiance. Sometimes 
just habit- 

Desirable pluses are: comprehensive 
collection wines, including the old, the 
rare, and the odd, and not neglecting the 
cheap but good; fair prices, including 
generous discounts for six- 12-bottle 
purchases; sound advice without hard 
sell soft soap; access to’ special pur- 
chases, e.g., futures; entree wine tast- 
ings; and such niceties delivery, credit, 
acceptance personal checks, gift and 
party provisions, wine books, cheese and 
newsletter, and up- 
to-date catalogue. 

For this survey local wine shops, 
have divided them into three groups. 
Members the first offer most all 
the features and services listed above, but 
perhaps distinguished chiefly 
the skill and energy they apply search- 
ing out and acquiring reasonable price 
wines quality from the world’s 
significant wine-producing areas. Each 
these stores has active importing arm 
that also will wholesale wines other 
shops. Without them, infinite variety and 
individuality might give way 
commercial and competent uniformity, 
adequate but uninspiring. The second 
group provides some the services, and 
often good wine selection, 
knowledgeable adviser, favorable 
prices. would guess most might 
shop couple nearby members 
this group. The third group includes 
number shops that might repay oc- 
casional exploration. 


must emphasize that any shop can get 
for you virtually any wine distributed 
Massachusetts, and -that, for the 
committed, one shop will suffice 
there are too many worthy and 
interesting wines. 

The new, large, and airy Brookline 
Liquor Mart (1354 Commonwealth 
Avenue, Allston, 734-7700) now has 
even broader array wines, all ages, 
all prices, and varied flavors. Besides 
the usual high-toned, expensive Bor- 
deaux, there are cheap but good little 
numbers from that classic area. You will 
continue find the excellent Burgundies 
Remoissenet and Bouree, the superb 
Rhones Guigal, Loires Baumard and 
Sorin, and Alsatians Schmidt, the fine 
Hallgarten selections from Germany, the 
Portuguese wines Caves Sao Joao, the 
sherries Ivison, and selections from 
more than choice California wineries. 
There are wines some very inexpensive 
from the toe the shank Italy, most 
notably the mouth-filling Mascarellos 
the Piedmont. You can get old vintage 
Armagnac for ransom decent jug 
wine for next nothing. other words, 
this most comfortable and inviting 
shop. Roger Ormon presides effectively 
over the potables. hope the excellent 
cheese selection weathers the changes 
layout and personnel. 

Modern structure, traditional 
concept, the Winecellar Silene (320 
Bear Hill Road, Waltham, 890-2121) 
oasis amid the bustle 128. Its wine col- 
lection compels attention.

Talented and ener- 
getic merchants will buy the finer lots, 
which, even high price, may the 
better buys. Most inexpensive wines are 
best drunk young, when still fresh, 
avoid stockpiling; avoid also huge jugs, 
which not hold long after opening.

Most manufacturers recommend 
draining the radiator and adding fresh 
coolant least every two years. When 
the coolant does not work effi- 
ciently. The most effective ratio anti- 
freeze water 50:50. That should pro- 
tect against freezing temperatures 
down below. The concentration 
antifreeze your car now can checked 
with hydrometer, sometime when 
you're checking the water level your 
radiator. (If doing this yourself, 
remove the radiator cap only when the 
engine cool.)

Graphite-containing oil also claimed 
provide superior lubrication and vastly 
improved gas mileage.
